DRAFT RULES 

1. (1) These rales may be called the Prevention of Food Adulteration (..Amendment) Rules, 2004. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their final publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Prev ention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955,— 

(i) in sub-rule (1) of rule 6, for the words “holds a Master Degree in Chemistry or Bio-Chemistry”, the following 
may be substituted, namely.— 

“holds a Master’s Degree m Chemistry or Bio-chemistry or Dairy Chemistry”; 

(if) in clause (i) of rule 32, in the last proviso occurring before Explanation I for the words “Packages of aspertame 
and*’, the following shall be substituted, namely.— 

“Package of Aspertame, Alcoholic Beverages.”
